wa s 9 8 , the max imum, at 3 p. m.

ten-mile-nn-hour breeze kept down the 
number of prostrations. 
Two men 
were prostrated. 
Throughout Nebraska no place of­ 
ficially reported the ma x imum temper­ 
ature less than 100 degrees. At Omaha 
the mercury stood at 
102, 
a 
flguro 
which broke all J une records Schools 
in Omaha were closed on account of 
the heat. 
Hot winds are burning the 
wheat and corn crops of Nebraska. 
Grain men report that the oats crop 
is gone in the southern half of Nebras­ 
ka, that wheat was damaged 50 per 
cent throughout the state by the da y ’s 
winds*. 
This wa s the hottest J une Oth in St. 
Louis since 18 36, when it was* 9 9 .5 de­ 
grees 
The hottest J une day St. Louis 
ev er ex perienced was J une 29 , 19 01, 
when the mercury at the wea ther bu­ 
reau soared to 102 degrees. 
All J une heat records for thlry -two 
y ears in central 
Illinois were sha t­ 
tered at Springfield for the second 
time this month, the gov ernment ther­ 
mometer registering 100 degrees at 2 
o ’clock in the afternoon. 
Peoria re­ 
ports the hottest weather there in the 
past quarter of a century .

The new charges were made against

Hamilto n o f the Hinman street sta­ 
tio n. They were lo dged by 
Max SJ- 
rnalo vic, a salo o n keeper at 1823 West 
Tweny-seco nd street. 
Inspecto r Wheeler, charged by Fo s­ 
ter and Haley with sharing in $8f*0 
that the reso rt keejierH say they paid 
to Lieutenant Bo nfleld fo r the "i>ro- 
tectlo n" o f their tainted ho tels, swo re 
o ut warrants fo r the arrest o f the two 
accusers. 
Chief o f Po lice McWeeny prevented 
service o f the warrants 
when 
they 
were taken to his o ffice by the inspec­ 
to r after they had been issued. 
The info rmatio n, which 
waa filed 
with .Municipal Judge Maxwell, charg­ 
ed Haley and Fo ster with co nsjiiracy 
to ruin the character o f the po lice in- 
8i>ecto r and to blackmail him.
